I  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1945.  It  is  still  reduced  in  size  from  motives  of 
economy. 

The  population  of  the  district  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  be  13270  a  reduction  on  last  year. 

The  Birth  rate  is  17.78  per  1000,  also  lower  than  last  year. 

The  Death  rate  is  12.06  per  1000,  an  improvement  on  the  last 
4  years. 

For  England  &  Wales  the  Birth  rate  was  16.1  and  the  Death 
rate  11.4. 

Infantile  Mortality.  8  infants  (all  legitimate )died  under  1  year  of  age 
giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  33.9  per  1000  Births.  For 
England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  46  per  1000. 

The  Infant  Deaths  were  in  the  following  Parishes 

Barnby  (l)  Bradwell  (l)  Cor ton  (l)  Hopton  (l)  Somerleyton  (l) 
and  South  Cove  (l). 

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS,  There  were  no  deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Whooping  Cough,  Measles  or  Infant  Diarrhoea.  Two  deaths  from 
Diphtheria  give  a  Zymotic  Death  rate  of  0.15  per  1000. 

For  England  and  Wales,  Zymotic  Death  rates  per  1000  population 
were  as  follows:- 

Whooping  Cough  0.02,  Diphtheria  0.02,  Measles  0.02. 

Enteritis  under  2  years  of  age  caused  5.6  deaths  per  1000  live 
births. 


In  Lothingland  Phthisis  and  other  tubercular  diseases  caused 
4  deaths,  3  respiratory  and  1  non-respiratory,  giving  a  rate  of  0.30 
per  1000. 

In  England  and  Wales,  the  Death  rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis 
was  O.519  per  1000  population  and  0.1  for  non  respiratory  tuberculosis. 


Cancer  caused  33  deaths  with  a  death  rate  of  2.49  per  1000 
compared  to  England  and  Wales  1.9.  Deaths  took  place  at  the
